Pakistan and jets of President Yahya Khan’s air force were said to 
have been in action yesterday — but the Pakistani Central Govern- 
ment insisted the situation in the east was fast returning to normal 


Reports of the casualties and 
bo! came from the Press Trust 
of India news agency (PTI) — main 
Source of news from the crisis area 
since strict censorship was imposed 
inside Pakistan Friday morning. 

The Government-controlled Radio 
Pakistan, monitored here, said there 
was no foundation to reports of 
heavy fighting. It also said Pakis- 
tan had lodged a strong protest 
with India over “blatant and deli- 
berate interference in Pakistan's 
internal affairs.” 

PTI. said the 10,000 deaths oc- 
curred Friday when the Pakistanis 
used tanks and artillery against 
Bengalis in Dacca, Chittagong, and 
other towns. 

There wes confusion over the fate 
of East Pakistan leader Sheikh 
Mujibur Rahman. 

The government said he wes ar- 
rested on Thursday night. But 
clandestine radio reports from East 
Pakistan, monitored here, said he 
was still at Hberty after declaring 
East Pakistan independent as 
Bangla Desh — Bengal nation. 

A man who identified himself as 
the Sheikh, speaking on the clan- 
destine. Voice of Bangia Desh, ac- 
cused the West Pakistan army of 
genocide and appealed to free na- 
tions to bring before the U.N. the 
fasue of Pakistan. Speaking in Eng- 
lish, the Sheikh assured his people 
that he was free and in command 
of what he described as the Iibe- 
ration movement, PTI reported. 

Another clandestine radio report 
yesterday said the governor of East 
Pakistan, Lieutanant-General Tikka 
Khan, wes shot dead in Dacca as 
he directed army operations against 
curfew-breakers. General Tikka, a 
hero of the 1965 ‘ghting against 
India in the Rann of Kutch, was 
appointed Governor on March 6. 
Radio Pakistan denied that he had 
either been shot at or wounded. 

The air force jets were said by 


PTI to have bombed the town of 
Comilla, 90 kms. east of Dacca, near 
the border of the Indian state of 
Tripura. A Bangla Desh broadcast 
earlier in the day had claimed that 
“liberation forces” held the town.

MOSCOW. — Soviet police have 


aw | begun to round up active dissidents 


in Moscow as imsurance against 
trouble during next week's Com- 
munist congress, dissident 
sources said last night. 
Thirty-eight Jews petitioning for 
open trials of 20 Jewish prisoners 
held in connection with the Lenin- 
greg hijack trial case were arrested 
Friday. Twelve of the most active 
demonstrators were given 15-day 
jail sentences. The others received 
small fines and were released. 
This marked an end to a brief 
period when Soviet authorities to- 


lerated demonstrations by Jewish 
activists. The length of the 12 Jews! 
sentences will ensure they will be 
out of circulation ‘until the end of 
the congress, opening next Tuesday 
and expected to lest for 10 days. 

The demonstrators were arrested 
Friday at the office of the chief 
Soviet prosecutor, Roman Rudenko. 
They carried a petition urging 
speedy and public trials of the 20 
Jews from Figa, Len and 
Kishiney who have been held since 
last June, allegedly implicated in 
the hijack plot.

Grechko: Soviet army 
might at new peak 


MOSCOW (Reuter). -— Defence 
Minister Andrei Grechko said yes- 
terday Soviet military might had 
risen to a new peak. 

Writing in the army newspaper 
“Krasnaya Zvezda" (Red Star), 
Marshal Grechko said that over the 
past five years the country’s defence 
capability had reached a new higher 
level and sald headlong develop- 
ment of industry had helped make 
this possible. 

Tass quoted the article as saying 
industry provided the arsenal of the 
army and navy with the essential 
means for a reliable defence of the 
Soviet state. 

Marshal Grechko said that stra- 
tegic rocket forces have become 
more powerful, armoured units have 
been strengthened by xew tanks, 
airborne troops are more mobtle and 
the Soviet Navy has hecome a 
formidable force. 


DEVELOPMENT PLAN 

The Defence Minister's article 
comes three days before Tuesday's 
Communist Party Congress which 
approves guidelines for the next 
development period. The new five- 
year plan will be read to the Con- 
gress by Premier Alexei Kosygin 
and military leaders are known to 
be anxtous that military needs are 


well catered for when decisions are 
taken on the economy. 

Fears of a Sino-American rap- 
prochement appear to be worrying 
the Kremlin as the last prepara- 
tions are made for the party con- 
gress. 

The presence of foreign Com- 
munist leaders, some of whom take 
ἃ neutral stand over Moscow's 
rivalry with Peking, means that 
Party General Secretary Leonid 
Brezhnev will probably choose his 
words carefully in referring to the 
subject in his report to the major 
political gathering.

It was grouped with 
bourgeois ideology and right-wing 
revisionism, or Yugoslav-style Com- 
munism, as one of the true Marxist- 
Leniniat doctrine'’s ideological ene- 
mies. 


Americans phasing 
out Khe Sanh base 


KHE SANH (Reuter). — A gene 

scaling down of the fierce fighting 
that ranged in southern Laos last 
week continued yesterday, with 
American heHeopter pilots flying 
only 20 sorties in the past 24 hours. 

At the height of the campaign 
nearly 2,000 sorties were flown dally 
from this main logistics base for 
the South Vietnamese ground thrust 
against the Ho Chi Minh trail In 
Laos. 

Khe Sanh airbase is being phased 
out and several installations have 
already been closed down. Dozens of 
huge Chinook helicopters were seen 
yesterday lifting troops, trucks and 
heavy guns from Khe Sanh to rear 
areas in Quang Tri. 

The South Vietnamese claim the 
Laos operation, code-named Lam Son 
719, is stili continuing. 

A South Vietnamese spokesman 
reiterated yesterday that a number 
of government troops were still in 
Laos. He would not disclose where 
they were, but it is presumed they 
are ia the vicinity of the Coroc 
ridge, Just inside Laos. 


The ridge is held vital for the 
defence of Khe Sanh, for it was 
from there that North Vietnamese 
Sunners pounded the airbase during 
8 TT-day siege three years ago. 

Barlier, a military spokesman in 
Saigon said “a few battalions" of 
fresh troops had flown north to join 
20,000 South Vietnamese soldiers 
resting in Quang Tri Province after 
returning from the savage fighting 
of the Laos incursion. 

‘The spokesman refused to disclose 
details of the new offensive or its 
target but sald: “Tt will start near 
the area where South Vietnamese 
are now stationed. You will know 
more about it in a few days.” ὃ 

Government troops claim to have 
killed 13,688 North Vietnamese 
troops during the Laotian operation 
while suffering 1,147 killed, 4,287 
wounded and 246 missing.

‘Gen. Lanusse thus become the 
eighth President of this nation of 23 
«million people in the 16 years since 
Juan Peron was ousted in a mili- 
tary coup in 1955. There have been 
five coups in that time, and Gen. 
Lanusse has led two of them. 

Wearing a white military uni- 
form, the grey-haired Gen. Lanusse 
took the oath of office in a cere- 
Taony at the presidential palace in 
the centre of Buenos Aires. Only 
last Monday night, he was held in 
the same palace as a prisoner for 
several hours in the events leading 
up to the coup against President 
Roberto Marcelo Levingston.

ANKARA (Reuter). — The new 
Turkish Cabinet yesterday made its 
first public appearance as a body 
when they laid a wreath at the 
tomb of Mustafa Kemal Ataturk, 
founder of the republic. After the 
ceremony, the Cabinet was received 
by President Cevdet Sunay at the 
presidential mansion. 

The National Security . Council, 
the country’s highest consultative 
body on security matters, held a 
meeting during the morning under 
the chairmanship of the President 
at which the Prime Minister and 
other senior ministers were present.

as well as the obligation of em- 
Ployers to pay strike money, was 
impeding normal labour relations. 

‘He also opposed compulsory arbi- 
tration, Mr. Ben-Yisrael said, because 
it solved nothing. Indeed, he added, 
the introduction of a third ele- 
ment in the employer-worker con- 
frontation tended to make both 
sides exaggerate thetr claim In- 
stead of seeking the common

Validity of equity mortgage 


in case of bankruptcy 


The Supreme Court, by majority 
decision, damissed an appeal 
against a judgment of the Haifa 
District Court, delivered on July 12, 
1970 (in Motion 2664/69). 

Before ‘Hershko Zillik went bank- 
τυρὶ he bad undertaken to register 
mortgages on certain land in favour 
of the two appeliant banks. The 
mortgages could not be registered 
at the time as the land itself had 


not yet been registered in Mr. Zil-" 


lik’s name. The trustee in bank- 
ruptcy asked the Haifa District 
Court to declare these undertakings 
invalid as against the bankrupt’s 
estate since they had not been 
registered ‘before the bankruptcy 
proceeding were started. 

‘This request was granted by the 
District Court on the basis of a Sup- 
reme Court ruling in ΤΑ. 283/67 
(1 P.D, 22/124) to the effect that 
equitable mortgages have no legal 
validity as against the trustee in 
bankruptcy, The banks thereupon 
appealed to the Supreme Court in 
an attempt to get that court fo 
change this opinion on the question 
of equitable mortgages. 

Mr. Y Solomon appeared for the 
first appellant, Mr. 5. Vame for 
the second appellant, and Dr. Y. 
‘Engel and Mr. I. Ben-Tsur for the 
respondents.

Justice Landau, who delivered 
the majority decision of the Sup- 
reme Court, Justice Many concur- 
ring, held that he had found no 
justification, in the arguments sub- 
mitted by the appellants, for deviat- 
ing from ‘the rule laid down in C.A.

Yn the past, Rafael tended to con- 
centrate on long-term development 
projects. Since the Six Day War 
it has changed directions radical- 
ly. “Circumstances make us put 
much more emphasis on fast reac- 
tions to new 85 those posed

Dr. Bonen told me. “We found our- 
selves facing the challenge of high- 
ly .sophisticated Soviet military 
technology and operators. We do not 
underestimate them, but I am confi- 
dent that we are able to give our 
men at the front the systems that 
will answer every threat.”

Sharm visitors

Some 300 -visitors and 40 ve- 
hicles trapped on the Sharm e- 
Sheikh road by 2 iresk cloud- 
burst and flash flood on Thursday 
were all rescued.

First, they evacuated the #5sume 


children, and then the adults, 


Strike threatens Eilat

Kupat Holim doctors 
oppose nationalized health 


HAIFA. — The National Organ- 
ization of Kupat Holim Doctors 
resolved on Friday to oppose any 
orm of nationalization of the 
country’s health services and 
called on the Government to en- 
sure the continued independent 
existence of the various funds 
and medical institutions. It thus 

posed a previous resolution 
adopted by the Medical Associa- 
tion that called for 2 national 
health insurance law which would 
not be based on kupot holim 
(sick funds). 

The Organization further de- 
manded that every citizen in Israel 
be allowed to choose whatever sick 
fund seems . most . fitting to his 
needs without external pressure, and 
that new sick funds and medical 
institutions be allowed for. 


Another of the resolutions taken 
at the Organization's 21st Annuai 
‘Convention, at the Megiddo Rest 
Home, called for keeping the care 
of children in the hands of pedia- 
tricians. This is in opposition to 
the recommendations of the Mann 
Committee to do away with the 
treatment of chikiren by specialists.

Lebanon 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Lebanese papers have recently 
been reporting growing concentra- 
tions of terrorists in Lebanon, and 
an increase ἐπ terrorist activity 
along the border with Israel is like- 
ly, military sources report. 

The terrorists, the sources say, 
find several advantages to heing 
based in Lebanon. The frontier 
winds for some 100 kms. through 
mountainous terrain, partly wooded. 
The settlements and roads lie con- 
weniently close to the border, pre- 
senting easy targets. 

The sources recalled that in the 
period from April 1969 to February 
1970, there had been an average of 
14 terrorist incidents a month along 
the Lebanese border, with a month- 
ly average of four Israeli casualties. 
But from February 1970 to Septem- 
ber, the monthly average rose to 
52 incidents a month, while the 
number of Israeli casualties reached 
a monthly average of 25. 

In the period since September 
1970, there hag been a relative de- 
cline in terrorist activity from Le- 
banon. The number of attacks 


to an average of 18 a . 


month and the number of Israeli 
casualties to six. 

The reasons for the decline were 
mainly Israeli deterrent action and 
also, it seems, the transfer of terro- 
tists from Lebanon to Jordan for 
the battle with the King. Another 
factor in the decline, the sources 
said, was the unccoperetive spirit 
demonstrated (and still being de- 
Mmonstrated) by the local population 
towards the terrorists. 

Preventive action taken by the 
authorities against the terrorists 
was ueither efficient nor consistent 
enough to constitute an all-out de- 
terrent. Furthermore in certain 
fields’ the authorities ignored and 
even participated in terrorist ac- 
tivity im the framework of the Cairo 
agreements and the various inter- 
pretations of it that evolved. 


LEBANESE CONDONE It 


According to Israeli sources, the 
Lebanese authorities acted 89 if 
pecblem” and ‘not to sir ἂν any 
problem” ans up any 
unpleasantness, This means ignor- 
ing complaints about the terrorists 
in southern Lebanon. 

Tm their public statements, Le- 
Danese leaders continue to support 
the terrorists and Lebanon remains 
aa aiways the major centre for 
terrorist training and organizational 
work, On February 17, Lebanon's 
‘Prime ‘Minister Saed Salam praised 
Palestinian fedayeen activity and 
described it ag noble and honour- 
able. Tt will not be stopped by 
failure, he went on. There is full 
cooperation between the Lebanese 
authorities and the terrorists. 


TOURISTS! 


predicted 


The Lebanese newspaper “Nida 
ai-Watun” wrote on March 5: 

“In the month of February alone, 
3,000 armed terrorists belonging to 
the extremist ἢ organize- 
tions penetrated into Lebanon. The 
Lebanese Government has made az 
urgent appeal to Cairo to prevent 
terrorist activity on Lebanese soil 
because of Lebanon's fear of ag- 
gressive Israeli designs on her.” 

On March 18, Cafro's “Voice of 
the Arabs” reported that Yasser 
varafat, after consultation with the 
terrorist command and with Le- 
‘tbanese officials, had announced the 
formation of a “joint military com- 
mand in southern Lebanon. The 
head of the joint command would 
be ‘Mustapha Said e-Din, the com- 
mander of the Syrian Saeka organ- 
ization. 

In Jordan, it was pointed out, 
the terrorists have their hands full 
with local problems. Activity from 
Syrian territory depends on Syrian 
approval. With the coming of spring 
and milder weather, it is reason- 
able to suppose that Lebanon is 
fated to serve the terrorists as their 
major front.

HAIFA, — The 43,000 students 
mow studying in this country’s uni- 
versities make Israel's student-po- 
pulation ratio the third highest in 
the world: only the U.S. and Canada 
have higher proportions of students, 
Professor Binyamin Akzin, acade- 
mic head of Haifa University, said 
at the Engineers Club luncheon here 
on Friday. 

However, he warned, the constant 
growth of the student population is 
Ukely to create difficulties in the 
future, since the number of ‘gra- 
duates which the economy can ab- 
sorb is necessarily limited. 

He expressed the fear that many 
graduates — especially in the huma- 
nties and social sciences — could 
turn into frustrated and embittered 
young intellectuals, unable to apply 
their talents. He proposed the in- 
troduction of ἃ new “Dae 
chelor of arts in general studies." 
This would create a group of edu- 
cated young adults, he said, who 
could etther find work or go on 
to specialize in graduate studies. 

Prof. Akzin also warned against 
raving the universities monopolized 
by students of European and Amer- 
ican origin, to the disadvantage of 
youngsters from the Oriental com- 
munities and minority groups. For 
the latter, he said, the criterion of 


' high marks on matriculation exa- 


minations should be waived, and 
they should be aided during their 
studies to bring them up to the re- 
quired level
